This was offered in explanation 
of cash advances of $17,935 to L. 
J. Fitzsimmons, an attorney in 
Eagleton’s office, for salary and 
expenses of procuring business in 
1928. The Government had disal- 
lowed it as a deduction from Eagle- 
ton’s income on the ground that it 
was not properly accounted for.

The $6200 deducted as the salary 
of Miss Florence R. Barrett, Eagie- 
ton’s private secretary, was also 
questioned.

3 NEGROES EXECUTED 
FOR ATTACKING WOMEN 


Victim Confronts Two in Death 
Cell at Nashville; They 
Deny Guilt. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 4. — 
Three Memphis Negroes, convicted 
of attacks on white women, were 
put to death in the electric chair in 
the State penitentiary here early 


One of the three, Percy Smith, 
20 years old, signed a confession 
last night. The other two, Jasper 
Graham, 29, and Frank Mays, 30, 
were convicted of attacking a young 
woman in North Memphis in Sep- 
tember, 1932, after robbing and 
shooting her escort. Graham and 
Mays insisted they were innocent. 

Hollis Archibald, shot by Negroes 
in the North Memphis case, and 
the young woman who was attacked 
confronted the two Negroes in their 
death cells a few minutes before 
the execution, but the Negroes re- 
peated their denials of guilt. 

Asked by a minister if he “con- 
fessed to his sin,” Mays said “yes,” 
but did not admit the particular 
crime for which he-was executed.

MAKE DEBUT AT 200} 1 OKLAHOMA FLOOD 


— and Six Children Ap- 
parently Drowned as River 


Sweeps Away Home. 
By the Associated rress. 

ELK CITY, Ok., April 4.—At least 
23 white persons, in addition to 14 
Indians, in a lowland camp, and 
seven other Indian families from 
the Red Moon Reservation were 
missing today and grave fears were 
held for their safety as a result of 
the flood of the Washita River 
north of here. 

Seven of the missing were the 
wife and six children of A. M. Ad- 
ams, 40-year-old farmer, who vir- 
tually had abandoned hope for their 
rescue. Adams, two sons and two 
cousins waded to safety when their 
home was washed into a bridge 
two miles down the river from its 
foundation. 
apparently trapping Mrs. Adams 
and the six other children. The 
missing children were six girls, age 
5 to 18. The fourteen Indians in 
the river bottom camp were last 
seen making their way through 
rising water in an attempt to save 
some livestock. 

Bill Fentre, his wife and four 
children, as well as their filling sta- 
tion home near Hammon, Ok., were 
missing. So were members of the 
Lawrence Taylor family, whose 
farm house four miles from Ham- 
mon was washed away. No trace 
was found of six other persons, 
members of the Leonard Taylor 
family, who lived three miles north 
of the town. 

When rescuers reached the house, 
washed into the side of a bridge, 
they found it empty. 

Bill Bean, a son-in-law af Adams, 
rescued a 5-day-old baby from the 
mother’s arms as the water poured 
through the house. 

Between 25 and 40 homes were 
washed away. In the vicinity of

Along a seven-mile stretch vir- 
tually every lowland home was re- 
ported washed away. Frightened 
families perched on roofs and in 
treetops to escape the flood.

The storm 
was followed by a 3%-inch rain.

Johnny Whitaker, 2-year-old or- 
phan of the Pentecostal Orphanage, 
5703 Belmont avenue, East St. 
Louis, is recuperating from a se- 
vere attack of pneumonia, thanks 
to the ingenuity of the superin- 
tendent, W. E. Buffum, who im- 
provised an oxygen tent from a 
vegetable crate, celluloid, and oil- 
cloth. 

Several weeks ago Johnny be- 
came ill with a bad cold, which 
was followed by measles. Then 
pneumonia and bronchitis set_ in. 
An oxygen tent was needed and 
Buffum made inquiries about rent- 
ing one. He found that the rental 
would be $20 a day, a price the in- 
stitute could not afford.

Scullin Promises to Bar 
Politics in Excise Office; 
Plans Business Operation 


New Liquor Commissioner Says Morals Must 
Come Before Revenue, But He Intends 
| to Be “Fair.” 


Col. Harry Scullin, new Excise 
Commissioner, today consulted 
Mayor Dickmann about the choice 
of his subordinates, and about. al- 
lotment of office quarters. No con- 
clusion was reached as to either 
matter. 

Also he visited ‘City Counselor 

Hay, and arranged with Associate 
Counselor Wayman. for a confer- 
ence at which the new liquor con- 
trol ordinance will be studied in de- 
tail, and the Excise. Commission- 
er’s powers and duties fully -de- 
fined. 
His office, when staffed and 
opened, will handle applications for 
liquor-selling licenses. With the po- 
lice, he will have the duty of en- 
forcing the ordinance, much of 
which repeats the State liquor law. 
The new official, who  40-odd 
years ago was a baseball catcher 
of local renown, has now the job 
of stopping any “fast ones” which 
the liquor sellers or their sometime 
team-mates, the politicians, may 
try to put over the plate. 

“There will be. no politics in my 
office,” was his first announcement 
after Mayor Dickmann appointed 
him yesterday. “Politics and whisky 
make a bad mixture. I shall try 
to run the office in a business way, 
and to help the men in the liquor 
business to see the necessity of 
running their business in a busi- 
ness way. 

“As between revenue and public 
morals, morals must come first; but 
I intend to be fair—and that means 
liberal—toward the men who go 
into the retail drink business under 
tt terms prescribed by the law.” 
Discusses 3.2 Situation. 
If he finds, as has been predicted, 
that unlicensed sellers, holders of 
3.2 per cent beer permits and oth- 
ers, are interfering with the legiti- 
mate liquor business, and slowing 
the demand for licenses, Col. Scul- 
lin does not intend to sit back and 
fold his hands. 
“As long as the 3.2 people sell 
only 3.2 beer, I have no authority 
over them,” he said. “But when. 
they, or others, sell liquor without 
a license, the police and my in- 
spectors will be after them. This 
matter has been taken up with 
President Igoe of the Police Board, 
and he has promised full co-opera- 
ticn.

not want this job, did not seek or 
expect it, and did not suspect that 
the Mayor had my appointment in 
mind until he invited me to-his of- 
fice Monday afternoon, adding that 
I was the one essential person of 
several whom he was inviting.

Women in Drinking Places. 

The new Commissioner said the 
problem of women in drinking 
places was one that he would have 
to consider.

Col. Scul- 
lin does not believe women should 
be in such places but was not ready 
to announce any rule on the sub- 
ject. He thought the rule requir- 
ing drinking places to be open to 
public view, which he says he in- 
tends to enforce strictly, would help 
in the this matter. 

“Personally,” he said, “I think 
women should keep out of saloons, 
or whatever we decide to cal] them.” 
The State and city laws do not give 
retail drinking places any name, 
such as “saloon” or “dramshop.” 
The State law says that no license 
shall be issued to a place common- 
ly known as a saloon. 


The State law, and the city ordi- 
nance which follows its phraseol- 
ogy, state that license holders shall 
not sell liquor on Sunday or elec- 
tion day, or between midnight and 
6 a. m.; but they do not state that 
the places shall be closed at those 
times. This is believed to leave a 
loophole for evasion of the Sunday 
and midnight closing provisions, 
since it will be difficult for the po- 
lice and the Commissioner's inspec- 
tion force to check up on places re- 
maining open and to make sure that 
they are selling only soda and ci- 
gars. The pre-prohibition Sunday 
closing law required that places be 
closed, and this was strictly en- 
forced under Gov. Folk and some 
of his successors. 

Places holding permits to sell 3.2 
per cent beer, which are under the 
control of the State Food and Drug 
Commissioner, are not required to 
close, nor is sale of 3.2 forbidden, 
at any hour.

Volcano In Iceland Erupts 
Under Glacier, Melts It 


Gunga 


River Flooded and Icebergs Sent Into Ocean; 
Rumblings Heard 155 Miles Away; 
No Loss of Life. 


By the Associated Press. 
REYKJAVIK, Iceland, April 4— 
Eruptions of the famous Skeidarar- 
joekull Cirka voleano grew in in- 
tensity yesterday and hurled a rain 
of ashes over Eastern Iceland. 
The rumblings, which began Fri- 
day night, became louder and could 
be heard distinctly up to 155 miles 
away. The ash column mounted to 
its highest stage yesterday morn- 
ing. 
The center of the explosions was 
located beneath the Medio Vatna- 
joekul glacier, which is north of 
the Skeidara River. The nearest 
village is 31 miles south of the gla- 
cier’s edge. 
Lowlands near the Skeidara were 
blocked by huge icebergs broken 
off from the glacier. Some of them 
were carried out to sea and were 
observed drifting 12 miles off shore. 
A postman who risked his life in 
a trip along the southern part of 
the glacier, 25 or 30 miles from the 
volcano, reported that ic» beneath 
his feet glowed with reflections. 


Lightning-like flashes from the 
crater threw an eerie light over the 
countryside as the explosions re- 
verberated. The ice-cap on the 
mountain was broken by the erup- 
tions, the glacier melted in places 
and a flood was sent down the Skei- 
dara River. 

No loss of human life was report- 
ed in dispatch<s from Nupss 155 
miles east of here, but recollections 
fof many previous eruptions in this 
highly volcanic region led to some 
apprehension. The worst of the 
previous eruptions was in 1783, 
when thousands of animals were 
killed and 9500 persons died during 
the subsequent famine.

All this is true, as far as it goes. But it doesn’t 


; and fired on a phantom. 
The chamber assumes that because the volume 
of corporate securities sold in the last five months 


the Securities Act, it is apparent that the trouble 
Was not with the “offerers,” but with the “offerees.” 
From August to the end of last year, the commission 
approved $358,551,966 worth of corporate security is- 
sues. How is it, then, that only $67,000,000 of this 
amount was actually marketed? 

In January and February. of the current year, the 
commission approved about $143,000,000 of security 
issues, Why was only $12,000,000 marketed in this 
time? The answer is inescapable that, even with the 
protection of a Securities Act, the investing public 
is very timid about stocks and bonds. This is the 
natural reaction of the investing public to 12 years 
of shameless stock and bond swindles. It was not 
the Securities Act that shooed investors away from 
stocks and bonds. It was America’s boom era, when, 
with no Securities Act on the statute books, billions 
and billions of dollars of the people’s savings were 
tempted from them by lying security prospectuses. 
Bven with a truth-in-securities act now on the. 
books, this plundered public is still remarkably shy. 

But is business really being deprived of funds? 
The chamber does not tell how much private finane- 
ing has been going on since the Securities Act was 
enacted. Private financing—that is, the offering of 
stocks and bonds to select insiders, like banks or in- 
surancé companies—does not have to be reviewed by | 
the Federal Trade Commission. This type of financ- 
ing has undoubtedly been large. If disclosed, it 
would materially bolster up the picture of an under- 
nourished business that the chamber has painted. 

But the chamber’s crowning lack of perspective on | 
the whole vista of gloom is its failure to give any 
weight to the important fact that the Government 
has been chiefly nourishing business for some time. 
For the last five months of 1933, the RFC alone ap- 
proved loans to corporate business totaling $1,605,- 
438,266. Add to this tremendous outlay millions 
more lent by PWA to railroads, construction and 
housing corperations during this period, and the 
contention of the chamber that corporate fndustry 
is facing a famine of capital is silly. The truth is 
that corporate business is not seeking to raise money 
by issuing stocks or bonds. The Government has 
provided it with credit facilities far more expedi- 
tious and certain than the hazards of trying to coax 
the victims back to corporate investment. 

If the Government had not provided these facili- 
ties, the Trade Commission would have been besieged 
with applications to issue securities; but when these 
securities were offered, they would have run into a 
high wall of investing timidity. In the present crisis, 
the investing public has had confidence only in the 
Government. Only by becoming a borrower and then 
a lender has the Government been able to get funds 
to business that would otherwise be wanting. 

So there is little to the complaints of idle under- 
writers that the Government is pre-empting the lend- 
ing field. They themselves killed the goose that 
laid the golden eggs, by unscrupulously promoting 
worthless securities. In 1929, the last year of the 
golden era, 10 billion dollars in stocks and bonds 
were floated. It is conservatively estimated that 
about four billion dollars of this represented the ex- 
change of good savings for worthless bits of paper. 
The real problem is how to revive the golden goose. 

The Government will not permanently finance cor- 
porate business.

DR. C. WILLIAM LOCHER 


FUNERAL TOMORROW 
FOR DR. €. W. LOCHER 


Head of Evangelical Syndd 
Will Be Buried in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


Funeral services for Dr. C. Wil- 
liam Locher, president of the Evan- 
gelical -Synod of North America, 
who died Monday night at Deacon- 
ess Hospital, will be held at 3 p. m. 
tomorrow at the Eden Seminary 
chapel in Wébster Groves. Burial 
will be in Washington, D. C. As 
president of the synod, he was the 
active head of a church organiza- 
tion which has a membership of 
nearly 1,000,000 members: in 2500 
congregatiogs. 

Dr. Lockér was 67 years old and 
had ‘been active in church work 
since his ordination as a minister 
47 years ago. He lived at 203 Bom- 
part avenue, Webster Groves, and 
his office was at the national head- 
quarters of the synod at 1720 Chou- 
teau avenue. / 

Dr. Locher had been president of 
the synod since’ 1929. Originally, 
the organization had about 400,090 
members, but its membership more 
than doubled when the Evangelical 
Synod merged with the Reformed 
Church of the United States in Oc- 
tober, 1933. Both organizations 
have their chief membership among 
people of German ancestry. 

Dr. Lochner was born on the 
Gold Coast in West Africa on June 
21, 1866, the’ son of a minister. 

When he was three years old, his 
father was forced, because of ill 
health, to come to America, w.iere 
he took a pastorate. 

Dr. Locher, the tenth generation 
in his family to enter the ministry, 
was educated at Elmhurst College, 
Elmhurst, Ill, and at the Eden The-, 
ological Seminary in Webster 
Groves. He was ordained in 1887, 
and at various times held pastorates 
in Elyria, O.; Chicago, Lorain, O.; 
New Albany, Ind.; Baltimore, Md.; 
Washington, D. C., and Steuben- 
ville, O. 

For 19 years he served as chair- 
man of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of his church and in 1929 was 
elected president. The principal ac- 
complishment during his adminis- 
tration was the merger with the 
Reformed Church. 

His widow, Mrs. Lydia Locher, a 
son, Rudolf, also a clergyman, and 
a daughter, Mrs. J. Paul Goebel, a 
minister’s. wife, survive. Another 
son, Paul, died several years ago.

15, 1946, but the Treasury may call 
them, on April 15, 1944. 

Holders of the called Fourth Lib- 
erties and May 2 notes have the 
option of taking the new bonds in 
exchange or accepting cash. The 
Treasury expects a big majority to 
avail themselves of the exchange 
opportunity. 

The Liberty bonds due April 15 
are part of $1,875,000,000 which 
were called last October, for that 
date. “At that time the Treasury 
offered in exchange ea 10-12 year 
bond issue paying 4% per cent the 
first year and 3% thereafter. The 
fourth Liberties pay 4%. The Oc- 
tober exchange amounted to about 
$900,000,000, and the rest may now 
be exchanged for the new issue of 
bonds. The May 2 maturities are 
3 per cent notes. 

With both April and May maturtl- 
ties covered by the bond issue, the 
only other scheduled financing be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year is 
a $174,905,500 maturity of one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent certificates due 
June 15. 

Morgenthau’s announcement co- 
incided with figures on the Treas- 
ury’s financial condition for the 
first nine months of the fiscal year. 
In this nine-mnonth period, the Gov- 
ermment took in $2,305,704,000 and 
spent $1,987,039,000 on routine costs 
and $2,860,965,000 on emergency re- 
covery outlays. The deficit of $2, 
542.299.000 compared .with an ex- 
cess of expenditures on the same 
day last year of $2,254,828,000. 

The public debt stood at $26,157,- 
509,000,-compared with $21,362,464- 
000 a year ago. 

The rate of spending again 
dropped in March. The month’s to- 
tal of $610,232,000 compared with 
$635,321,000 in February and $980,- 
579,000 in January, the peak month. 
From July through January spend- 
ing had increased steadily. 
Officials say that the recovery 
budget should be viewed on an 18- 
month basis—from last January 
when estimates were submitted to 
Congress to July 1, 1935. If esti- 
mated expenditures are not fulfilled 
this fiscal year, the Treasufy ex- 
pects them to be made in the next 
fiscal year.
